Thk subjoined is taken from a 
paper prepared by Dr. Percival Hall. 
President of Gallaudet College, at 
Washington, D. C, and read at the 
"Conference on Problems of the Deaf," 
in January of this year. The full text 
of the paper was printed in the 
American Annals of the Deaf, of 
March 1928. Inasmuch as the pro 
blems presented have a vital effect 
upon the general welfare of the deaf 
some of the pertinent points are here 
given for the benefit of the educated 
deaf. We are sure it will be read 
with great interest by the thousand; 
of adult deaf who do not see the 
Annals. Dr. Hall is very broad-mind 
ed in his educational views, and there 
is little doubt that he will eventually 
succeed in convincing his professional 
colleagues, that the only way to dis- 
cover the truth is to somewhat modify 
the Procrustean methods which weaken 
the success of instructional function? 
at the present day. 

"A glance at the history of tht 
education of the deaf in this country 
since its beginning a little over one 
hundred years ago shows us an inte 
resting and satisfactory picture in 
many respects. 

"The idea that institutions for deaf 
children are charitable asylums is fast 
going by the board. It is now recog 
nized that every deaf child in the 
Union has a right to an elementary 
education at the expense of the com 
rrunity in which he lives. A con- 
siderable term of years fa granted for 
such education, and the law more and 
more fa requiring that the deaf child 
of school age must be in school a? 
well as his hearing brother. Sixteen 
thousand deaf children are in our 
special schools today. State schools 
city schools, private and denomina- 
tional schools for the deaf have been 
established in such number that th< 
capital invested runs into many mil- 
lions and their support requires mil 
lions of dollars annually, most of 
which fa forthcoming from the public 
funds. Speech fa taught even to con 
geniully deaf children. The speech 
of the adventitiously deaf learned at 
home is improved or preserved. Lip 
reading fa given to nearly all who enter 
ch successful oral teaching fa done 
Manual training and trades teaching 
older pupils have been carried or 
with much success. Since 1864 nun 
dreds of deaf young people after gra 
duating from state and other school? 
have received higher education in our 
own collegiate department. A num 
ber of intelligent deaf young men and 
women have carried on their higher 
education successfully Tat least as far 
as marks go) in colleges for the hear 
ing. A number of graduates of Gal 
laudet College and other deaf people 
have received higher degrees than the 
baccalaureate in first class universities 
The well educated deaf have entered 
the fields of architecture, business 
bacteriology, chemistry, dendrology 
engineering, home making, the minis 
try, printing, publishing and teaching 
with a high degree of success. 

"The last census will show that in 
1920 the adult deaf-mutes of the 
ted States (deaf-mutes meaning 
persons losing speech entirely or be- 
coming deaf before the age of eight 
years) were self-supporting to nearly 
the same extent ae hearing persons. 



"Some may ask then, Why meet to 
discuss educational problems of the 
deaf? Are there any left to solve? 

"Yes, most decidedly there are. 

"There are still blots in our picture 
which mar its pleasant aspect. The 
wrong kind of politics still controls 
some of our schools. The public is 
still unaware of the capabilities of the 
educated deaf in many kinds of work. 
Our schools are not sufficiently in 
touch with one another and with em- 
ployers. Our industrial training is not 
everywhere keeping up with that of 
the public schools generally, and many 
apparently promising trades are not 
yet taught. Too much standardiza- 
tion of school practice is leading to 
routine and the forcing of particular 
methods of instruction by law is 
threatening our progress. Many small 
schools are being established without 
competent supervision. The ideas of 
educated deaf people both at home 
and abroad receive little attention. 
We are suffering from low salaries; our 
turnover of teachers is too large; we 
lack trained teachers; and we lack men 
teachers. Much of the speech work 
done in our schools has resulted in 
partly unintelligible spoken language 
of small value to the pupil. There 

a disappointing lack of classifica-

tion of pupils as to hearing and other 
standards. Physical examination and 
medical attention in some of our 
chools need much improvement. 
There fa a woeful lack of instruction 
n subjects of high school grade almost 
■verywhere, though for years one of 
jur schools of moderate size has car- 
ried on such work regularly and suc- 
cessfully. Indeed our problems are 
many and our picture is not without 
ts blemishes and its dark shadows. 

"Problems of industrial education 
n our schools I shall say little about, 
hough they need investigation and 
betterment to improve our picture. 

"I offer the following suggestions 
or the partial solution of this class 
A problems: — 

"An industrial department in each 
arge school, headed by a well-educat- 
:d specialist. 

"More attention to industrial edu- 
ation of our girls. 

"A traveling representative in each 
■chool of fair size, part of whose duty 
.vould be to visit industrial plants and 
>usiness organizations, keeping in 
ouch with former pupils, and parti- 
rularly with the demand for skilled 
•vork which deaf people may be taught. 

"More time given to industrial train- 
ng in the last years of school, especial- 
y to slow pupils. 

"Summer industrial courses in at 
'east some of our larger institutions 
it suitable centers throughout the 
country."
